}•  “Thomas  Mann’s  Portrayal  of  the 
Artist”  was  the  subject  of  Dr.  Ruth 
x  Lowery’s  paper  which  was  presented 
as  the  second  of  the  series  of  Febru¬ 
ary  Lectures,  In  the  auditorium  of 
the  Horace  Mann  Laboratory  School 
oh  Sunday  afternoon  at  4  o’clock. 

’^’  ■Preceding  the  reading  of  the  pa¬ 
per,  President  Uel  W.  Lamkln  an- 
hbunced  the  two  lectures  which  will 
follow  on  the  next  two  Sunday  after¬ 
noons  during  February.  On  the  fif¬ 
teenth,  Miss  Olive  DeLuce,  head  of 
$ie  Fine  Arts  department,  will  speak 
on  "The  Value  of  the  Aesthetic  Ex¬ 
perience.’’  This  lecture,  as  the  others 
have  been,  will  be  given  in  the  Hor¬ 
ace  Mann  Auditorium  at  4:00  and 
Will  be  open  to  the  public.  On  the 
twenty-second,  Dr.  C.  H  .Oldfather, 
professor  of  history  and  dean  of  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  of  the 
University  of  Nebraska,  will  use  as 
ljls  lecture  topic  “The  Projected 
World-Kingdom  of  Alexander  the 
Great.’ 

Dr.  Dow  Reads 

“  The  president  then  said  to  the 
avidience  that  Dr.  Lowery,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  illness,  was  unable  to  be 
present  to  deliver  her  own  lecture 
but  that  Dr.  Blanche  H.  Dow  had 
graciously  agreed  to  read  the  paper. 
Miss  Dow,  reading  Miss  Lowery’s 
paper,  was  given  the  earnest  at¬ 
tention  of  those  who  had  come  to 
learn  of  Thomas  Mann. 

■  “In  critical  times  like  the  present,” 
Dr.  Lowery's  paper  begins,”  it  seems 
more  Important  than  ever  to  seek 
an  understanding  of  men  who  can 
not  and  will  not  espouse  the  insane 
leadership  in  their  own  land,  and 
who  have  legally  as  well  as  morally, 
made  common  cause  with  us  against 
their  fatherland’s,  (greatest  foe.” 
Such,  she  points  out,  Is  Thomas 
Mann.  “An  exile  he  is,  and  foreign, 
riot  to  the  ideals  for  which  America 
strives  but  to  the  forces  in  his  native 
land  which  desecrate  the  human 
spirit  and  by  bonfires  aim  to  reduce 
to  ashes,  the  glowing  living  words  of 
truth  and  beauty.” 

From  such  an  introduction  Dr. 
Jtowery  proceeds  to  give  biographical 
■data  that  will  throw  light  upon  the 
problem  which  is  the  subject  of  her 
Study.  She  shows  how  “insistently 
and  without  respite  Thomas  Mann’s 
mind  has  been  occupied  through  all 
his  experience  with  the  problem  of 
the  creative  spirit,  the  omnipresent 
.cjilemma  of  the  creative  artist  in 
^society.”  She  sees  in  him  a  special 
temperament  which  has  brought 
about  a  “delicate  vibrating  balance 
between  jest  and  earnest,  laughter 
and  tears,  comedy  and  tragedy,  the 
sham  and  the"  true,  the  outward  and 
the  Inward  which  one  may  call 
irony.”  She  looks  upon  him  as  al¬ 
ways  striving  ironically  to  solve  his 
fiddle.

Eight. years  experience- in  the  care  of  college 
students  shows  that  oases  of  pneumonia  are  rare 
and  those  that  do  dev o Hip  conic  from,  the  neglect 
of  bronchial  colds.  Tlio  very  simple  rtile  which  is 
known  to  all:  college  students  “im  the  know”  is 
this:  Go  homo,  take- a- hot,  Foot  bath  to  equalize 
circulation*  drink  a.  hot  lemonade,  and.  go  to  bed. 
If  this  rule  is  followed  on  the  first  day  of  head 
cold,,  eight  out  of  nine  cases  are  well  tile  next.  It 
is  wise  to  stay  in  lied  until  you  are  improved,  and: 
if  you.  are  not  hotter- on  the- second  day  of  illness, 
call  your  dbetor.

Even  yet  there  is:  no, 
cure  for  influenza.  Nevertheless,  if  yon- go  to- bed 
and- relax  the  ehanc.es. are  'that  you  will  live.

emergency  it  would  he  wise  if  ouch;  of  us  took  a? 
personal  responsibility  to.  report  all  illness  early, 
to  check  up  on  smallpox-,  diplitheria,  and' typhoid: 
vaccination,  and,  to- db- what  avo  can  to  prevent,  the 
spread  of  disease.

Psychologist  Finds  Rats 
Have  Emotiofial  Reactions 

BERKELEY,  CALIF.  — CACP)— 
Rats  have  emotional  and  personal¬ 
ity  traits,  paralleling  those  of  hu¬ 
man  beings,  believes  Dr.  -  Robert  C. 
Ti-yon,  University  of  California 
psychologist. 

His  findings  nre  based  on  years  of 
observations,  during  which  he  has 
determined  that  rats  are  better 
subjects  for  eriiotional  arid  nervous 
reaction  study  than  human  beings. 

Dr.  Tryon  has  established  that 
thq  female  rat  is  more  “high- 
strupg,"  and'  is  capable  of  more 
complex  and  varied  emotional  re¬ 
sponses  than  the  male.  Twenty  per 
cent  of  the  females,  he  found,  are 
..ipoi;o..:einoUonal;;-.;ttian,  the  ■  ihost 
emotional'  male.  Likewise,  20  per 
cqut  of  the  males  are  less  emotion¬ 
al  than  the  least  excitable  feriiale. 

He  -lias  found  the  emotional-  be- 
havior  of  rats  arid  other  roderits 
varies;  from  tlie  “neurotic,’:,  or 
nervous,  animal^ to  phlegmatic  rats, 
alnibst  incapable  of  very  great  eriio7 
tionai  reactions. 


Sociologist  Frowns  or 

Living  in  Large  Cities- 

CHICAGO,  ILL.  —(ACPI—  The 
npti-social  effect  of  city  living  is 
beginning  to  drive  people  farther 
and  farther  away  from  the  big  cen¬ 
ters  of  population. 

Dr.  Ernest  W.  Burgess,  of  the 
University  of-  Chicago  declares  the 
effect  of  living  too  close  together  is 
a  “subversive”  influence  on  society 
because  people  act  like  turtles, 
draw,  their  heads  within  their 
shells,  becoine  anti-social-  and-  adopt 
a  cyriical  attitude  toward  their 
neighbors  and  life  in  gerieral;  Dr. 
Burgess  believes  that  to  soipq  de¬ 
gree  the  envii-onmerit  of  city  living 
is.  undermining  the  spirit  of  the 
American  people. 


Casual  Clothes  have  caused  many 
disunities  to  appearance  ‘and  man¬ 
ners.

Casual  In  style  does  not  mean 
dirty,  unpressed  or  111  fitting;  It 
means  the  opposite  of  elaborate,  or 
over-dressed-  It  means  clothing  that 
Is  appropriate  for  the  situation ,  In 
whlqli  it  is  worn.  It  means  a  planned 
wardrobe,  with  harmonious,  colors, 
a^jd  approplate  accessories  to  suit 
the  costunie. 

Casual  manners  do  pot  mean 
rudeness.  Casual  posture  does  not 
mean  slumping  and  slouching.  Cas¬ 
ual  clothes  do.  not  mean  neglected 
hap-liazard  costumes. 

It,  has  been  said  that  one  shpuld 
be  able  to  put  on  a  costume  that  fits, 
is  becoirrin(j.  and  looks  well;  and 
then  the  wearer  should  forget,  about 
how  he  looks.  It  is  very  disquieting 
to  see  a  person  constantly,  tugging, 
pulling,  and  re-adjusting  Iris  cloth¬ 
ing.  No  man  iikes  to  be  with 'a  wo¬ 
man  who  seems  to  be  constantly, 
thinking  about  her  clothing  or  ap¬ 
pearance;  just  as  no  woman  apprec¬ 
iates  this  type  of  behavior  hi  her 
bscort.
